AMERICAN WRITERS OF letters-to-the- 
editor usually deal with weighty matters, 
such as highway accidents, the wickedness 
of the political party they don’t belong to, 
and the judgment and accuracy of the 
newspaper.

H. W. Fowler, that excellent authority on 
English usage, made no mention of either 
form of address in his famed dictionary, 
which may or m ay not m ean that he 
thought the matter

importance. 
Eliezer Edwards, compiler of a British dic­ 
tionary of “curious, quaint and out-of-the- 
w ay m atters” does not support the Scots­ 
m an. 
Americans need not sm ile at the British 
controversy. They, too, have their quaint 
custom s, such as addressing every public 
official of whatever rank as “Hon.” And 
they love such titles as colonel, doctor, 
com m issioner, judge, senator or counselor, 
however obsolete or tenuous m ay be the 
claim to the distinction. 


TITO BLOWS HOT, COLD 
IN DEALING WITH Marshal Tito, dic­ 
tator of Red Yugoslavia, American offi­ 
cials are catching onto the fact that while 
Tito gives them kind w ofds, especially 
when he has his hand out for Am erican 
* m oney, that he is always a Communist. 
These unfriendly items are ticked 
o f f 
against Tito: He stirred up the T rieste 
m ess with the apparent intention of creat­ 
ing trouble for Western diplomats during a 
critical period. He has made gestures of 
friendship to the Malenkov 
regim e 
in 
Moscow. When a Soviet Mig fell on Yugo- 
lav territory, Tito turned down the re­ 
quest of American military observers to 
inspect it. 
Yet Tito continues to draw upon 
t h e 
United States treasury to support a regim e 
which isn’t any too popular with the people. 
If Tito wants to be counted a m em ber 
of the Western alliance against Russian 
aggression, that is one thing. But if he is 
going to act like a satellite of Moscow, that 
is something else. Washington will have to 
m ake up its mind about him in determ in­ 
ing whether to continue or cut off the aid.

If a propaganda is started by any coun­ 
try to the effect that we are mean and sel­ 


fish, we not only assum e that they m ust 
know what they are talking about but we 
organize societies to proclaim Our own in­ 
famy. And there are alw ays plenty of great 
men on hand to become chairmen and pres­ 
idents of anything that gives them the aura 
of a neon sign. 
* 
Thus, when Sir Winston Churchill com ­ 
plains of our tariffs and our customs rules, 
many A m ericans assum e that both m ust be 
very bad, indeed. 
Now, there are some very sound think­ 
ers who believe that all tariffs, like other 
obstacles to a free market, are ipso facto 
wrong and with them it is not necessary at 
this m om ent to quarrel because, while the 
world would be in a better state if there 
were no trade barriers, the fact is t h a t 
most countries have set up such devices. 
What I am discussing in this article is 
the ratio of customs duties to total value of 
imports, ranging from the low of 1.6 per 
cent for Japan to 46.3 per cent for Chile. 
Into this wide spectrum, the United States 
shows up as 5.1 per cent as compared with 
25.6 per cent for Great Britain. 
As the collection of tariff duties is very 
complicated, often being deceptive and dif­ 
ficult to get at with accuracy, these 
fig­ 
ures for the United States and other coun­ 
tries were arrived at by taking the total 
amounts collected as custom s duties for a 
year and relating them to the total value 
of imports. 
The figures in the preceding paragraph 
were for the fiscal year 1951, about which 
data is available for all countries. In 1952, 
the custom s receipts for the United States 
were $575 million; the total value of im ­ 
ports amounted to $10.7 billion; the ratio 
was 5.3 per cent. 
The United States, from the standpoint 
of this calculation, is {he eighth l o w e s t 
among 43 countries. It is interesting to note 
that the lowest countries are generally 
among the prosperous nations; Japan, Den­ 
mark, 
Belgium-Luxembourg, 
Argentina, 
Sweden, 
Norway, 
Netherlands, 
United 
States, Union of South Africa, Germany, 
Honduras, Canada and Brazil. 
The particular study which I am consult­ 
ing for this article was m ade by Dr. John 
Lee Coulter, who was chief economist and 
statistician of the United States Tariff Com­ 
mission, and then for four years (1930-34) 
was a m em ber of the Commission. He is a 
consultant for the American Tariff League 
and other organizations. 
It is interesting to note that in a compar­ 
ison between 1937 and 1951, the ratio for 
the United States in 1937 is 15.8 per cent, 
while in 1951 it is 5.1 per cent, a decrease of 
68 per cent. It has been American policy 
from the Roosevelt Administration to the 
present day to lower the tariff. 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull, being a 
confirmed free-trader, labored for recipro­ 
cal tariff laws and tariffs. 
The figures 
show that he succeeded to a remarkable 
degree in reducing the American rates, if 
the picture is viewed as a whole.

The complaint of the 
European 
countries, particularly 
Great Bri­ 
tain. that our tariff is too high, 
is 
not borne out 
altogether 
by 
the 
facts, especially as regards Great 


Britain, whose rates have gone up­ 
ward. 
This is an over-simplification be­ 
cause the internal economic prob­ 
lems of each country 
vary. 
Na­ 
tions which need “ hard' currency 
are faced with a different 
set 
ot 
circumstances from nations which 
have plenty of “ hard” currency or 
essential natural resources. 
Yet, 
tariffs 
are 
rarely 
based 
upon a scientific analysis of eco­ 
nomic problems or upon a 
desire 
to restore 
a 
free 
market, which 


alone would stimulate world trade 
in the interest of all people. Tariffs 
are part of the internal politics of 
each country, the government sub­ 
mitting generally to special inter­ 
est groups which use their strength 
in their own commodities. 
It is unwise to assume that the 
term, special interests, in this con­ 
nection necessarily has an evil con­ 
notation. When, let us say, a com­ 
munity exists on a single commo­ 


dity and that 
commodity 
cannot 
compete in 
any 
m arket 
against 
government - produced 
commodi­ 
ties which arc dumped for political 
reasons, that special interest must 
be taken seriously from both a po­ 
litical 
and 
sociological 
point of 
view. 
The 
problem of tariffs ought, 
therefore, to be considered not sen­ 
timentally but from the standpoint 
of national self-interest.

NEW YORK UP — The din of 
World War II is dying in the dis­ 
tance of 
time, 
as 
the 
world 
wheels on to fresh woes and wars 
and new truces. Many of the he­ 
roes of the 
great 
conflict 
are 
slowly being forgotten. 
But E rnift Pyle, the man, has 
become a i , nd, and the years 
have put no tarnish on the luster 
of his name and fame. People in 
thousands of homes across Am­ 
erica still cherish scrapbooks in 
which they pasted his stories. 
Why are they so loyal to him 
eight years after his death? I 
think it is because he was so loy­ 
al to them, and their sons, broth­ 
ers, fathers or sweethearts 
in 
uniform during his lifetime. He 
was the greatest typewriter tour­ 
ist guide in history. Nobody be­ 
fore him or since has ever been 
able to take the home folks by 
the heart and lead them up to 
the front and 
realize 
the 
hell 
their 
loved 
ones 
were 
going 
through. 
In a National Newspaper Week 
ceremony Monday they put up a 
plaque at his old school, Indiana 
University, in his memory. Ernie 
became the ninth of A m erica’s 
famous newspapermen so honor­ 
ed by Sigma Delta Chi, profes­ 
sional journalistic fraternity. 
His old friend, Gen. O m ar Nel­ 
son Bradley, paid him tribute in 
the main 
address, 
and 
Ernie 
would have liked 
that. 
But 
if 
Pyle, the little man who w asn’t 
there, 
could 
have 
heard 
the 
praise he would probably have 
chuckled later in the general’s 
ear, “ Brad, you’re never going 
to get anywhere until you pull 
yourself together and learn 
to 
quit telling such whoppers.” 
For Ernie wouldn’t have been 
able to keep his elfin face sober 
at the ceremony, particularly a 
ceremony honoring himself. He 
always thought people managed 
to make themselves look ridicu­ 
lous on solemn occasions — like 
bears riding bicycles. Yet he had 
a vast sense of the true dignity 
of man. For 
all 
his 
fun 
and 
warmth and sympathy, his own 
skinny 112-pound fram e had an 
unshakeable dignity, and all you 
had to do was to see the purpose 
in his blue eyes to be aware of 
it. And that gave the real power 
to his writing. 
Ernie Pyle wasn’t the first re­ 
porter to make a hero of the in­ 
fantryman. He did much more 
than that. He was the first to 
make the nation awa»e of the im­ 
mortal dignity of the doughboy, 
who on every battlefield keeps 
the stature of a man in the face 


of the indignities of danger, dirt 
and death, hunger and hardship. 
To 
Ernie 
the 
infantryman 
w asn’t a hero because ho fought 
and killed the enemy. He was a 
higher hero, one who endured suf­ 
fering that would debase an ani­ 
mal and yet remained a human 
being, still moved by love* and 
pity and charity. 
That made the doughboy a fig­ 
ure of awesome grandeur to E rn­ 
ie, and that is Ernie’s greatest 
legacy, that he was able to make 
America 
realize 
the 
spiritual 
height of the soldier in combat. 
And as he suffered with them, he 
became taller, too. 
To the job of 
war 
reporting 
Ernest Taylor 
Pyle 
gave 
his 
health, his hope of a happy home, 
his dream of ultimate personal 
contentment 
and 
peace 
and 
finally—at 44—his life. Whether, 
if he had it to do all over again, 
he would take the same path I 
don’t know. I’d guess yes. But 
anyone who wants to know what 
w ar is really like can do no bet­ 
ter today than go to his books— 
or go to war. 
I think his greatest gift was 
understanding. He was lonely, 
apd knew everybody else in the 
world was lonely in 
the 
same 
way, and somehow he was able 
to communicate this feeling that 
he understood them, and there­ 
fore everybody felt he 
was a 
friend. 
Even in his grave they still do.

Council made no mention of the 
salary to be paid Police Chief El­ 
mer M err im an if he takes on the 
work of bailiff of the city court. 
Merriman is expected to take the 
job of bailiff in addition to his du­ 
ties as chief, but has yet to say 
definitely that he will. 
W h i l e individual Councilmen 
have said the new city court judge

TUE PENDING c o n t r a c t be­ 
tween the city and Pickaway Coun­ 
ty on the boarding of city prison­ 
ers was drawn by County Prose­ 
cutor William Ammer. In terms of 
the contract, “ boarding” of t h e 
prisoners will mean their “ safe­ 
keeping, care and maintenance.” 
Council authorized the
